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Don’t fall victim to 
‘bank’ texting scam

POLICE are urging residents 
to be extra vigilant against 
scams - after an Ely police 
officer was almost conned 
out of £45,000. 

Sgt Jon Hiron was targeted 
by a phishing scam at the 
weekend and admits he was 
“probably only moments 
away” from being duped out 
of £45k. 

Phishing is the fraudulent 
practice of sending mes¬ 
sages purporting to be from 
reputable companies in or¬ 
der to get individuals to re¬ 
veal personal information. 

Sgt Hiron received a noti¬ 
fication on his mobile phone 
purporting to be from Bar¬ 
clays Bank. 

The message claimed 
that a transaction had been 
made to the value of £1,976 
at the Apple Online Store. 

It requested contact if this 
transaction had not been 
made by Sgt Hiron. 

The message arrived on 


a chain of genuine Barclays 
Bank text messages, sug¬ 
gesting to Sgt Hiron that it 
was legitimate. 

Sgt Hiron made the call to 
the number - an 0330 num¬ 
ber. He spoke to a woman 
who told him that she would 
close down the transaction, 
and sent him through some 
authentication software, 
asking him to enter codes 
that she generated for him, 


and some personal informa¬ 
tion. 

Sgt Hiron said he became 
wary when it appeared to 
him that he was being asked 
to complete a form that was 
asking him to transfer a sum 
of £45,000 out of his ac¬ 
count. 

When he challenged this, 
the woman tried to reas¬ 
sure him that everything 
was fine, and said that it just 


“looked like that”. 

When Sgt Hiron told her 
he would visit his local Bar¬ 
clays branch, the caller hast¬ 
ily hung up. 

He checked his account 
and found that the offender 
had set up a loan for £50,000 
in his name - and the funds 
had been credited to his 
bank account. 

The contact was appar¬ 
ently attempting to extract 
those funds and transfer 
them elsewhere. 

Policing East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire say scams are 
on the rise - and officers are 
urging residents to be on 
guard. 

Sgt Hiron said: “I’m not 
a gullible guy - I’ve seen all 
sorts of things and I have 
years of service dealing with 
criminals. 

“The fact that the text 
message arrived apparently 
from Barclays in exactly the 
same chain of previously le¬ 
gitimate messages was really 
quite convincing - I didn’t 
question that at all. 

“I was probably only mo¬ 


ments away from crediting 
£45,000 to someone. If this 
can happen to me, it can 
happen to anyone.” 

Barclays Bank have been 
made aware of the incident 
and they say they are not the 
only bank affected by phish¬ 
ing fraud. 

A spokesman for Policing 
East Cambs said: “If you re¬ 
ceive a message of this na¬ 
ture, don’t call the number 
in the text message, call your 
bank from the telephone 
number you usually use, or 
visit a branch in person. 

“If the situation is legiti¬ 
mate, they will have record 
of it. Never give out your 
password, safeword or pin 
number to anyone purport¬ 
ing to be from your bank.”

"CMAT exists to provide high 
quality and dynamic education 
for everyone, in the heart of 
their communities. This clear 
vision is the focus of everything 
we do." 

The college, which was 
placed into special measures by 
Ofsted last spring, is currently 
run by the CfBT Schools Trust. 

Last autumn, CfBT began 
discussions with the DfE about 
transferring responsibility for 
the college to a different trust. 

Mrs Jamieson said: "We 
don't have a 'one-size-fits- 
all' approach, and we will be 
talking to pupils and their 
families, teachers and the 
local community about how 
we move the college forward, 
quickly and inclusively. 

"Our local knowledge and 
breadth of experience will help 
us add value to the foundations 
already in place."

COUNCIL 

Two public loos 
in city to close 


COUNCILLORS have voted 
to close two of Ely’s public 
toilets - despite more than 
500 people signing a petition 
to try to save them. 

All members of the district 
council’s asset development 
committee - apart from Lib 
Dem Lorna Dupre - voted 
on Tuesday night to close the 
loos in Newnham Street and 
Sacrist Gate. 

The toilets in Barton Road 
were also set to shut but they 
have been given a temporary 
reprieve after the city council 
agreed to pay £8,000 - 20 per 
cent of its share of developer 
funds from the Cineworld 
development - to keep them 
open - for one more year. 

The closures will leave Ely 
with three public toilets - 
Palace Green, Ship Lane and

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The Cloisters. 

The decision was made 
despite pleas from residents 
and tourists to keep them 
open - and over 500 people 
signing a petition set up by 
the Lib Dems. 

City of Ely Councillor Ali¬ 
son Whelan, a member of 
the Ely Lib Dem Focus Team, 
said: “The proposals were 
recommended without any 
consideration of the impact 
on less able members of the 
public - and they ignored 
detailed objections from the 
local Access Group, who ad¬ 
vise on disability issues. 

“By saving the Barton 
Road toilets for just one year, 


the city council is effectively 
propping up the district 
council budget instead of 
improving services for the 
people of Ely - it is appall¬ 
ing.” 

In her report, Emma Gri- 
ma, director of commercial 
and corporate services at the 
district council, said there 
would be a “small impact 
on differentiated groups of 
society” but that the impact 
would “not be adverse”. 

The public toilets in Ford- 
ham look set to be retained 
and transferred to the parish 
council.

Delays for rail users after train hits swan near Littleport 


PASSENGERS on the King's Cross 
to King's Lynn Great Northern 
service faced lengthy delays on 
Monday after a train hit a swan near 
Littleport.

A spokesman for Govia

100 yards down the track to a 


nearby level crossing where they 
were collected by bus. 

"All services were terminated at 
Ely station and we ordered buses to 
run between King's Lynn and Ely. 

"We were able to get the line 
reopened by 6.10pm. 


"We apologise for the delays 
and anyone who was held up by 
30 minutes or more can apply for 
compensation at greatnorthernrail. 
com." 

The spokesman confirmed that 
the swan died in the collision.

Fears cuts will 
affect archives 


COUNCIL staff responsi¬ 
ble for running the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Collection are 
set to have their hours cut. 

The collection, which is 
based at Cambridge’s Cen¬ 
tral Library, was, up until 
a few years ago, run by at 
least five people employed 
full-time by Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

But in a bid to save cash, 
the authority is planning to 
change the staffing arrange¬ 
ments to just one part-time 
librarian and three part-time 
assistants to oversee the col¬ 
lection. 

Local historian Mike Petty 
MBE - the man who has 
spent more than 30 years 
building up the prestigious 
collection - is concerned. 

Mr Petty, from Stretham, 
said: “I think the council is 
forgetting that this is one of 
the best collections of histor¬ 
ic material in the world. 

“The excellent small team 
of part-timers will continue 
to retrieve and re-file each 
postcard or pamphlet from 
the store, but it will be many 
months before they have the 
opportunity to appreciate 
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the full extent of the resourc¬ 
es to which they hold the key 
- and much longer before 
they can advise researchers 
on its use. 

“The amount of mate¬ 
rial in the collection is vast 
and I’m seriously concerned 
people are going to struggle 
to keep on top of it all if they 
are only working part-time. 

“What sort of future is this 
for Cambridgeshire’s past?” 

Last year, the county 
council’s plans to relocate 
the Cambridgeshire Archives 
were approved - a move 
which will see the archives 
moving from the basement 
at Shire Hall to a purpose- 
built new building in Angel 
Drove, Ely, where Strikes 
Bowling Alley is currently. 

The authority was also 
planning on moving the 
Cambridgeshire Collection 
there. 

However, following up¬ 
roar from Mr Petty and other 
campaigners, the plans were 
dropped. 


A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “We recently con¬ 
ducted a public consulta¬ 
tion to ask local residents 
their opinions on proposed 
changes to Cambridgeshire 
Archives and Local Studies. 

“Over 200 people respond¬ 
ed and we’re using the feed¬ 
back to help make decisions 
about the massive budget 
challenge facing the council. 

“The Cambridgeshire Col¬ 
lection at Central Library will 
retain a part-time profes¬ 
sional librarian and be sup¬ 
ported by three part-time 
assistants - all dedicated to 
the development of the Lo¬ 
cal Studies collections and 
ensuring public access and 
interpretations continues.

A RETIRED teacher is celebrating her 100th 
birthday. 

Rose Coston celebrated the milestone with 
family on Thursday (March 10). 

Rose was the oldest of six children born in 
Coventry in 1916. 

She went to school there and afterwards 
moved to London to attend a teacher training 
college, which was unusual for women at the 
time.

I THOUGHT the arguments about 
the change of lane use on the A10/

If you have decided that the left- 
hand lane is the appropriate lane 
then YOU are in breach of the 
highway code, the roundabout itself 
is perfectly fine. 

I do agree that the temporary signage 
isn't great, but the biggest problem is 
just people who have got complacent 
and can't deal with change. 

I'm also a resident of Witchford, and 
the only time I've had a near miss 
with this change was someone who 
decided to race down the left hand 
lane to try and undercut everyone.

What future for 
county's past? 

CAMBRIDGE Free Public Library has 
collected material on Cambridgeshire 
for 160 years. From studies of 
Edwardian poverty to magazines 
produced by wounded troops 
during the Great War or the latest 
planning report on Northstowe it 
has amassed a unique resource of 
books and printed material relating 
to contemporary issues. Then there 
are maps from the 1500s, illustrations 
from the 1600s, newspapers from the 
1700s, cuttings files on 800 topics 
from the 1960s, tape recordings and 
much much more. 

This unique treasure house of 
Cambridgeshire material is securely 
housed in Lion Yard Library where it 
has been used and appreciated by 
thousands of people. 

We have acknowledged its help in 
hundreds of books and thousands of 
projects and added our own materials 
to its files. 


But now the last full-time member 
of staff is being axed. The excellent 
small team of part-timers will 
continue to retrieve and refile each 
postcard or pamphlet from the store. 
But it will be some time before they 
have the opportunity to appreciate 
the full extent of the resources to 
which they hold the key. So how can 
we find out what there is? 

Meanwhile at Shire Hall the Archives 
service is continuing its preparations 
to move its unique manuscript 
resources from the mouldy basement 
to a new Archive Centre behind the 
Tesco Petrol Station on the outskirts 
of Ely. 

Already much material is inaccessible 
and the already limited hours it can 
be made available to researchers will 
be further reduced. It will be many 
months before the service is fully 
functioning. 

At the same time the magnificent 
resources of the Norris Library and 
Museum at St Ives are in store whilst 
major refurbishment takes place 
there. 

Other museums and community 


websites throughout the county 
collect and display material relating 
to their own areas. But how do you 
track them down? 

How in this period of cuts can we 
'ordinary' Cambridgeshire men 
and women continue to pursue our 
interest in our family's past or home 
community? 

Fenland History on Friday is not a 
club or society. Virtually every week, 
October to May, for over a decade 
people have come together at Ely to 
share their interest in their locality. 

On 1 st April - it seems an appropriate 
date - we will ask the question 'What 
Future for Cambridgeshire's Past'. 

Join us at Ely Methodist Church 
(access via St Mary's Street car park) 
from 10.30am to noon to share your 
experiences. 

All are welcome to one or all of the 
meetings.

A MAJOR funding shake-up which 
could see schools in the Ely area 
receive more money has been 
unveiled by the Government. 

Education Secretary Nicky 
Morgan announced the launch of a 
consultation which aims to remove 
historic differences in the amount 
of cash on offer in different parts of 
the country. 

Currently, a school in one area 
can receive more than 50 per cent 
more than one with a similar mix 
of pupils in a different part of the 
country. 

Mrs Morgan said: "The 
introduction of a national funding 
formula from 2017-18 will see the 
biggest step towards fairer funding 
in over a decade, ensuring that 
pupils get funding that genuinely 
matches their need. 

"It will also ensure that pupils 
from disadvantaged backgrounds 
continue to receive significant 
additional funding to overcome 
entrenched barriers to their 
success." 

The new proposals state the 
national funding formula would 
be based on four factors - basic 
per pupil funding, funding for 
additional needs, school costs and 
area costs. 

Cambridgeshire's schools are 
currently among the worst funded 
in the UK.

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HOMELESSNESS 

District bucks 
trend with a 
dramatic drop 
in homelessness 


THE Ely area is bucking national 
trends when it comes to homeless¬ 
ness - so much so that East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council (ECDC) 
has been chosen to host a national 
housing programme. 

The National Practitioner Support 
Service (NPSS) programme is funded 
by Central Government via the De¬ 
partment for Communities and Lo¬ 
cal Government, and was previously 
hosted by Winchester City Council. 

The programme’s purpose is to 
support homelessness and housing 
advice teams across the country to 
deliver prevention-focused housing 
services. 

ECDC has now been chosen to 
host the programme following the 
dramatic reduction of homelessness 
in the district in the last three years. 

In June 2013, there were 34 house¬ 
holds in the district in a bed and 
breakfast, which cost the council 
£550,000 that year - and three over¬ 
flowing hostels.

The council says, that following 
a transformation of its housing de¬ 
partment, there has not been a single 
family in bed and breakfast accom¬ 
modation since August 2013. 

A recent report stated that, nation¬ 
ally, homelessness is increasing - a 
trend which is mirrored in most of 
Cambridgeshire’s councils - but that 
is not the case in East Cambs. 

In 2011/2012, ECDC prevented 81 
households becoming homeless. By 
2014/2015, that had risen to 364 - a 
449 per cent increase. 

Tracy Hendren, lead of the NPSS, 
said: “I am really pleased that ECDC 
has agreed to take over the hosting of 
the programme. 

“The council has undergone a 
transformation in the last three years 
and is now an early intervention and 
prevention focused authority.”

New path 
for walkers 
and cyclists 

WORK is set to begin this week 
on a new pathway for walkers and 
cyclists in Ely's Lisle Lane. 

The £280,000 new path is 
being paid for via Section 106 
developer's contributions and 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
funding, and has been designed 
with help from the Ely Cycling 
Campaign, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and local 
councillors. 

The 2.5 metre wide path will 
run from the roundabout at 
Prickwillow Road to the existing 
footpath outside Pecks, and 
will take around 11 weeks to 
complete. As well as re-surfacing 
Lisle Lane once the works are 
completed, a new retaining wall 
will be built into the embankment 
to ensure the stability of the new 
path. 

Cllr Roger Hickford, chairman 
of the county council's highways, 
community and infrastructure 
committee, said: "The existing 
path on the western verge of Lisle 
Lane is narrow, is broken up by 
junctions to residential areas 
and is not cycle friendly. Families 
attempting to cycle to the country 
park had also fed back that the 
current path didn't feel safe for 
children. 

"The new joint foot and 
cycleway aims to eliminate all 
these problems."

Mum’s struggles lead her 
to helping others cope

AN Ely woman who turned to a 
new kind of counselling in the US 
to help her support her son is now 
using the tools she learnt to help 
others. 

Rekha Neilson believes that 
what she teaches can support 
people to cope better with the 
stresses of their lives - breaking 
the cycle of negative reactions. 

The 41-year-old, who originally 
trained as a chartered chemical 
engineer, discovered the Option 
Process after her son Rohan, 13, 
was diagnosed with autism and 
physical disabilities. 

On Rohan’s first birthday doc¬ 
tors found he had the chromo¬ 
some disorder, Isodicentric 15. 
It means he is epileptic, has low 
muscle tone and global devel¬ 
opmental delay, and has autistic 
traits. 

“As time went on, I found my¬ 
self in a bit of a quagmire, feeling 
sorry for myself and sorry for my 
son,” she said. “I used to lie awake 
and cry at night thinking ‘How are 
we going to plan for the future’?” 

Rohan’s seizures became more 
violent when he was four, which 
had a real affect on his mum, but 
thanks to the Option Process,

Rekha says she found it helped 
her to go from hopeless and de¬ 
pressed to hopeful, energised and 
excited about the future - no mat¬ 
ter what was occurring in her life. 

She then began a business so 
she could help others in the same 
way and for just over six years, Re¬ 
kha has been running successful 
corporate courses in the UK and 
Sweden. 

She is now offering a new

A PRIMARY school teacher is

we act as part of their team 
of voluntary carers.” 

He said the garage had 
an automated lock but the 
thieves had used a crowbar 
or something similar to get 
inside. 

“They broke the security 
light as well so that the light 
obviously didn’t shine over 
them and I know at least two 
other neighbours’ garages 
were broken into too,” he 
said. 

“As far as I’m aware they 
didn’t actually steal anything 
from any of the other garag¬ 
es and none of my tools or 
anything were taken, it was 
just the bike. 


“I’ve heard this sort of 
thing is rife in the area at the 
moment - people need to be 
aware.” 

Police say they received 
two reports of garages in 
Lynn Road, Ely, being bro¬ 
ken into that night.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

A WARD-winning local potter 

Stephen Murfitt is exhibiting his 
work in Oxford and Hampshire 
this spring. 

Stephen, from Wicken, is showcasing 
seven new pieces of work at the 
Junction Gallery in Woodstock until 
April 28. 

It follows an approach that Creative 
Coverage made on Stephen's behalf to 
gallery owner Kate Hipkiss in October 
last year. 

"My pieces range in scale from 
small up to a monumental lustred 
and textured vessel (65 cm tall)/' said 
Stephen. 

"The pieces are all sculptural vessels, 
with seams, texture and edges being 
connecting features. 

"These pieces have been selected 
to relate to other media in the Spring 
Exhibition, including some glass, 
paintings as well as ceramics." 

Stephen also has seven pieces in 
the New Forest, Heath, Coast and 
Woodland exhibition at Ytene Gallery, 
Hampshire, which is running from 
March 25 to April 7. 

Stephen was born in Cambridgeshire 
and educated at The Cambridge School 
of Art, West Surrey College of Art 
and Design (Farnham) and Middlesex 


Polytechnic 
(Hornsey College). 

"On leaving 
college, I continued 
to develop my 
work, combined 
with teaching 
art and design at 
various schools and 
colleges," he said. 

"In 1994, having 
been the sculpture 
and ceramics tutor 
at Marlborough College for 10 years, I 
returned to my native Fens to establish 
the current workshop at Wicken." 

Stephen's work is involved with 
an exploration of form and process. 
Influences are diverse and come from 
the natural and built environments. 

Usually groups of four to six forms 
are worked on simultaneously, often 
beginning with a thrown base and using 
a variety of hand building methods, with 
evolving refinements and modifications. 

Each piece is put through the 
extremely testing atmosphere of Raku 
firing with an intense period of post¬ 
firing reduction. 

The glazed, lustred and crackled 
surfaces provide a rich contrast with 
the unglazed, smoked and blackened

(carbonised) areas of the vessels and 
forms. 

Each firing will indicate a new 
focus for further investigation and 
experimentation. 

Stephen's work can be found in many 
corporate, private and public collections, 
at home and abroad. 

Gallery outlets include Courcoux 
Contemporary, The Centre for 
Contemporary Ceramics, London, and 
Bils and Rye, North Yorkshire. 

He is also author of The Glaze Book, 
published by Thames and Hudson.

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First Royal car, a 
1954 Lagonda, to go 
on sale at Duxford 



A CHANCE has arisen to own 
a completely unique car with a 
direct connection to the British 
Royal Family. 

A world-record selling 
price is set to be smashed by 
a 1954 Lagonda Three-Litre 
Drophead Coupe (DHC) that 
was specially ordered by HRH 
The Duke of Edinburgh and 
personally driven by him until 
1961. 

It is the very car that won 
Aston Martin Lagonda its 
first Royal Warrant. It is also 
believed to be the only one of 
Prince Philip's personal cars 
ever to be sold publicly. 

The stunning Lagonda 
was used for regular trips to 
The Thursday Club in Soho, 
Cowdray Park and Cheam 
preparatory school to drop 


Prince Charles off at the start 
of the day. 

It also went with Prince 
Philip and the Queen aboard 
the royal yacht Britannia on 
a tour of the Commonwealth 
during 1956 and 1957, 
leading to numerous photos of 
the car at the 1956 Melbourne 
Olympics and elsewhere. 

It is expected to sell for 
£350,000 to £450,000 when 
it goes under the hammer 
at H&H Classics' sale at the 
Imperial War Museum at 
Duxford, on April 20. 

That makes it worth around 
three times what a normal 
Lagonda Three-Litre DHC 
would sell for. 

It has its original leather 
upholstery, a radio telephone 
and extra vanity mirrors that 


were fitted to allow the Queen 
to check her hat. 

After 50,000 miles, the 
car has been repainted in its 
original Edinburgh Green hue, 
which at the time of its build 
was a special order made by 
the Duke. 

Damian Jones, H&H Sales 
Manager, said: "This car 
is part of our history. The 
accompanying paperwork 
beggars belief. 

"There is an amusing story 
about Prince Philip driving 
Her Majesty through London 
in this car and being held up 
by a policeman on point duty 
directing traffic. 

"When the policeman saw 
who was in the Lagonda, he 
did a double take and swiftly 
waved them on."

Early Land Rovers have 
proven investment value 



JUST one week after a number of 
new record prices were achieved, 
Silverstone Auctions secured 
more high prices in its sale at the 
Practical Classics Restoration and 
Classic Car Show on Sunday. 75
